Erigbf.saiu? Prospects. 



Ever Bin oo the diaoovory of rich ond 
extensive plucor diggings in tho coantry 
drained by Poaco Eivor, or, perhaps, it 
would be more correot to Bay, over 
aiooe the richness and oxtent of these 
diggings have become ascertained fact, 
there has been discernible a more buoy- 
ant and healthy tone pervading overy 
branoh of trade and industry. Tho eph- 
emeral character of somo of tho now gold 
fioldi led the judgment of tho people 
generally to receive wilh caution — 
almost regard with suspicion, the ear-, 
lier reports of rich discoveries in 
the North ; and it was only 
when tho most skeptical oould no 
longer resist tho evidence of their 
senses that doubt finally gavo plaoo to 
settled and well grounded faith. The 
country doubts no longer, and, like 
Thomas, its faith ia all tho stronger for 
itBlong and persistent doabting.Wo aro 
glad to proceive that the influx of popu- 
lation destined to Omioeoa promises to 
be gradual in its flow and modornte in 
its dimensions. Not that wo think there 
ia reason to fear that all would not find 
room ; but because a large and suddon 
ruBh to a locality bo remote and, for 
the present, so infacilo of approach 
might overtax the ability of tho Colony 
to supply, thereby ontailing a twofold 
cv il — privation and Buffering to 
the minors; and the necessity for feeding 
them with foreign productions. These 
are difficulties, however, only of the 
moment. It is kuown that the Gov- 
ernment is now engaged in oponing two 
doors to Omineca,— evideuco at once of 
confidence and enorgy, or, as tho theo- 
logian would exprosB it, faith and 
works. Of those two doors.we are dis- 
posed to regard the one which opens 
into the heart of tho Colony as by far 
the most desirable ; ac\d wo are glad to 
know that roports from both appeur to 
justify the beliuf tba*. it will also he the 
moot popolur. The facilities now being 
established for placing men ond supplies 
at Qaeenelmouth entitle us to regard 
that point and Skeonamonth as boariug 
about equal relations to Viotoria and to 
Omineca. This proposition granted, it 
will readily appear thut, with tbo groat 
bulk of the food Biipplies raised on tho 
East of the Caaoado Range, and with 
a choice of land and wator communica» 
tion from Quesnelmonth to Omineca, 
that route must aeaer^ its unquestion- 
able superiority, alike for oonvenionoe, 
safety and the greator benefit it 
will confer upoo the country at large, 
That food supplies sent in by way 
of Skeena must, for tho moat part, be 
foreigu productions will roadily appoar. 
Thst those sent in via Quesnolmouth will 
be wholly homo or domostio may be 
regarded as oqually oortain- That tho 
development of tho rich gold'fiolda of 
the North will greatly more redound 
to colonial will-being if the minors be 
fad from our own toil than could be 
the case if they consumo foreign produce 
gobs irithom talking, Wo will go 
farther and say, as we have over said, 
that tho development of tho gold minea 
of the Colony under cirtntuslanots which 
leave Ibo miners to subsist upon foreign 
productions is a questionable goad, if, 
indeed, it bo not a positive evil. Tlioro 
are thousands upon thousands of pro- 
duco on tho Eastern aide of tho Cascade 
Kongo, awaiting a maikot ; and, hence, 
it is of the utmost oonsequenco that the 
greatest energy should bo delayed iu 
opening up an avenns through which 
that produce oan roaoh Omiuoca. Itit 
important bocuuso the minors in Omi- 
neca will need the produce, it i* 
equally important becnuno tho farmers 
need the money. Wtiilo justly com- 
plimenting the Exucuiivo upon tho 
alacrity wilh which preliminary steps 
have been taken, wo must earnestly but 
respectfully urgo the duty of pushing 
the important work through to comple- 
tion in tho same spirit in which it has 
been begun. Tho people uro now arriv 
ing in fifties and in hundreda ; and wo 
loam that California haa scarcely begun 
to move, Let thorn come gradually 
andtboy will not go away ruefully. Lot 
them tako whichever mute to Oiuinoeu 
tboy like, they will be certain to find 
good ground to work, and if not in too 
groat a hurry, thoy will find the 
markot well supplied at roaaonablo 
rates. If they adopt tho old establish- 
ed routo through tb e contra of the Co- 
lony, they will probably run less riok 
and will have a yr.mtor cboioo of loca- 
tion and ol employment,

Siaoe the robbery of $30,000 in gold end 
notes from MoDaoald'a Bunk in 1864 down 
to Tuesday eight the city haa beou singu- 
larly free from burglaries of a clever charac- 
ter — wo mean burglaries tbat require 1 genius 
to plan and talent to execute' successfully 
But night beforo luat 

BOSSl'fl GROCERY STORK 

on Government atrcot was the scone of a 
most audacious case of housebreaking. Put* 
trick's briok building stands on the coiner of 
Government and Johnson streets. Tho 

i building ia divided into two stores and two 
rooms. The corner is occupied by Si&flord 

v k Hickin ; an aparimont in tliu rear, IronU 
iDg on Johnston sireet, is held by J VV Wil- 
liams as a storeroom lor feed ; while Bossi's 
sttvo faces on Uovornmeut street and rurjB 
the full length of tho building. Entrance to 
Williams' storeroom was eflooted by remov- 
ing 

a piacK or zino 
whirh served in place of a pane of glass in 
the soBb of a largo door. Ajeoven-foot par. 
tition was then soaled and tbo oatoh of a 
daor leading to a passage-way removed. In 
the paesage-nay the robbers Etood confronted 
by a doublo partition d vidiog Botsi's slore 
from the rest of tho buildiog, and by the 
rear door of Bosai's store, which was 
double-boiled and locked on the inside. 
With come sharp instrument they proceeded 
to cut three holes through the partition — 
one opposite the upper bolt, another opposite 
the lock and a third opposite tlie lower bolt. 
When the holes were made sufficiently large 
to admit cf an arm being parsed through 
them the bolts were pu'led back, the catch 
of the lock uofcrewbd Hini- 
la TUB THING WAS ACOl'MFM;BED. 

In tho money drawer of tho geaoorv-counler 
was a cigar box, cootaiuirg 8130 in silver 
In the till ol the bar there were 810 or 812 in 
-silver. The burglars, who appear to have 
■cented the Lirger game, passed the bar, 
proceeded to the otiauien. aod stole the 

cioab-box and contents. 
Whether anything else was abstracted is not 
known, Ia passing out the robbers went as 
they came with the exception that ihey open- 
ed the door of Williams' storeroom and 
walked out like gentlemen, in place of orawl- 
ing through the broken ash like thieves. 
Tba robbery was planned by some one 
whe koows the ins and out* of the estab- 
lishment pretty well, and who has beta a fre- 
quent vititor.

The Prince ot Walea was 
ou a visit to Mr Chaplin, Jf P, at his seal near 
Lincoln, and haa attended the B>eeple«cbasei 
held in tho neighborhood, jlfr StanBlield, 
having accepted tho odico of President of the 
Poor Law Board, has sought re-eleotioii at 
Halifnx, and no opposition is anticipated.

His 
title is assumed by the Hon and Bov DL Astley 
Tba eleotlon at Htalybridge resulted In the 



return of Mr Buckley, tbe Liberal candidate. 
The grain of a seat to tbe Liberal party was, 
however, -coHntorbalanced by the return, tt 
Hereford, of Major Arbuthnot, tho Conserva- 
tive candidatei It may be noted that since 
tho Present Parliament assembled in Decem- 
ber, 18G8, there have been 99 elections ia the 
United Ksngdom, and of tboso 51 wero in 
boroughs. Liberals bavo been returned ia 40 
caBos and Conservatives in 11. Mias Temple, 
the sister of tho Biabop of Exeter, bas been 
elected a member of the School Board for the 
parish of St Thomas, Exeter. The Board 
consists of five members. At the CeuWal 
Criminal Court Martha Tarpay was acquitted 
on the charges of stoaling and assault upon 
which she bad been committed in connection 
with the g-eat robbery of jewels belonging to 
Messrs London & Ryder. The jury found that 
sho bad acted undor the coercion of her bus- 
band in tho affair, and w»B therefore not le- 
gally answerablo. The vcrdiet was applauded. 
The Irish Judges of Assize have in tbeir charges 
spokea favorably of tho state of tbe northern 
counties, but iu Tippernry Mr Justice Morris 
referred to tbe lawlessness existing in some 
districts, which bad necessitated a vory larg: 
increase in tho police force. The coroner's 
jury iu the case of Mr Stewart, a farmer lately 
murdered uear Eetterkenny, in Donegal, could 
not agree upon a verdict. Two gentlemeu,oue 
a resident Magistrate living near Nenngh, wero 
fired at while sitting in their dining room, but 
were not injured. Tho assailants escaped. In 
a criminal prosecution for assault by Captain 
Poynter against Mr Porter the jury, as iu the 
civil action, were unable to agree and were 
diacarged without a verdict. The Duko of 
Devonshire has contributed £1000 to tho 
Irish Church Sustentation Fund. A 
man named Bsarly has boon convicted of an 
attempt to shoot Cnptiin Elliott, an Essex 
magistrate, and santenoed to five years penal 
servitude. The Glatton, an iron-clad veBBel, 
of the American monitor form, but with 
various improvements, was launched atChat- 
ham dockyard on Monday. Mr Louis DoxtU, 
who was for nearly DO years editor of tbo Lon- 
don weekly journal the Observer, died on 
Saturday last, aged 98.

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$100,000 a Tear 1 



Editor British Colonist.— -Your leading 
article in tbe Colonist of tbe 26th on the sub- 
ject of saving this large sum wasted annu- 
ally for want of a suitable sleigh and cattle 
road to the interior, ia full of useful informa- 
tion, but it contains^* suggestion to wbich I 
object. You say — " It is, therefore, to tbe 
ocusfruotion of a road between Yale and 
New Westminster tbat we must look for an 
outlet for the etook of the interor.'' In reply, 
permit me to say tbe country is not explored 
and we must look to the evidence tbat may 
be supplied by exploring before we decide 
wbiob is the best route. 

A suitable road lo a good harbor on the 
coast, or to a navagiblo river in tbe inierior, 
would save that $100,000 a year, and from 
thence steam boats plying weekly to New 
Westminster and Victoria. The steam boat 
is,lot lat oattle, the heat and cheapest road 
to market: How it is tbat catile of this des- 
cription are not sent from Yale lo supply oar 
city markets ? Because it is imposaible to 
get them in good condition over '* ibe road 
in the wilderness." Cattlo owners, and 
olear headed egriculiuiioU say " Produc- 
ing the Yale toad to New Westminster 
would be merely adding one hundred miles 
to oor misfortunes," i bolieve it is a fact. 

Tbe great objeot ol those wbo direct the 
making of roods io anew country ought to 
be to pop them through tbe die ricis beet 
auited for agriculture and pastoral purposes. 
RoadB io such localities represent capital in- 
vested, Roads through tbe wildernsas mean 
additional taxation. The Yale Road is one 
ot this desoiiptioo. Tbe designers ol that 
road wete compiled lo proceed wiib the 
work, and without evidence. Provisions 
were wanted in the mines, tbe country wus 
oot explored ; bui Ibete was the Fraser the 
waters came down, the enginoars wi»oly de- 
cided that ii waa possible to make a road 
upwards by the river, and ibe road was 
made, and an excellent road it is for a pock 
train or for mule au ox 'earn 3 , but it never 
oao be usod as a road lor fat cattle on tbeir 
way to market. On mtbor side of tbe tiver 
for 10 mile< upwards Irom Yalo, there are 
not liliy aore- ol land available for agricul- 
tural or pastoral purpose*. 

I happen to know something of ranpa, and 
I believe there is uo m«p ia this Colony tbat 
a sensible m»n would tuke as a guide in di- 
recting the line ot a sleigh and cattle road to 
the interior. Romembering thut ' the surface 
of the rouutry is a aea of mountains ' nnd that 
larue fertile valleys are scarce, you will admit 
that a hundred miles round may be the 
cheapest, best and shortest way to market. 

It may be an error lo say tho routo from 
Burrsrd Inlet through the 1'emberton Meadows 
to Liliooel is tbe bent; but it is not an error 
to say what I do know to be the tiuth re- 
garding that particular district. At the head 
of the Inlet there is a large and beautiful 
valley known a-> tba Pitt Meadows. It contains 
thousands of acre-- ot the richest alluvial soil, 
and oo timber. It le wet and requires drain-, 
age. Farther on wo have the Pemberlon 
Meadows— another magnificent valley — in fact 
a 8i'a of waving gru33, ou a soil equally rich 
but perfectly dry aud ready for the plough. 
Here we buvo thousands of ncros too, worth 
all the land in the Upper Country for agricul- 
tural purposes; but without a sleigh road to 
tho coast it remains a wildurnesii. The wealth 
of the boil and tbe mild climate in theso two 
beautiful vnlleys will yet attract capital and 
common sense to dcvelopo their vast resources. 
Ob the route tboro is no obstruction but that 
to whieh you refer. The portion ot it by the 
lakes rcqiiiros a large expenditure, but the other 
parts, through an open country, would cost 
very littio. The entire coit not more than 
$10,000. 

I hope you will again direct the attention 
of His lixcolloncy Governor Muagrave to the 
fact that tbo Colony is losing $100,000 a year 
for want of n road. Good maps of tho Colony 
on a larco scale aro required, but explorers 
should decide at once which is the beat route 
(or a slei|;b and cattle road to the interior. 
W» oannot afford to loso $100,000 a yoar, 
and the soonor it is saved tho better.
